FANSTTY, that ne Souldier preſume to depart from his Coulours, vntill hee ſhall bee diſcharged by his Caprtaine, And that no man charged with either Horſe or

MEH 2. V Hereas His Maicſtic hath a ſpeciall care, that both Captaines, Officers and Souldiers , bee not onely able and ſufficient men, but alſo 
— $8 well affeed in Religion, and hath therefore giuen expreſſe Commandement , that aſwell the Officers as Souldiers , be not onely able and 
{/F3S<q#qp ſulbcient men , bur alſo well affe&ed in Religion; to which purpoſe His Maieſtic hath commanded , that aſwell the Officers as Souldiers , take the 


2 VV Hereas at the firſt comming of the Sergeants into the Conntrey,there was ſpecial order giuen,that out of cuery hundred men,there ſhould be two choſen to be Sergeants & Cor- 

porals,u ho ſhould be taughr and inſtrufted to exerciſe the other Souldiers, That rhey, who are ſo choſen accordingly ,doe ar ſuch times as thereare no publike Trainings , and 

when they haue beſt leiſure, repaire to the Sergeants ( who are come out of the Low-Countreys to that purpoſe) to be inftrutted by them in the duerie of their places,and that as well they, 
as all other Officers, be very carcfull to enable themſelues to exerciſe their Companies when the Sergeants be gone our of the Countrey. 


4. 7 Oraſmuchas His Maic&e, hath taken ſpeciall notice, that a chiefecauſe of the inſufficiencie of the trained Bands of this Kingdome, proceedes from the changing of them , and 

hath thercforegiuen commandement, that no Souldicr enrolled, remooue his dwelling out of the Towne or Pariſh of his abode , withont Licence obtained of the Deputic- Liew 

tenant of char Diuifion , to the end that in caſe he ſhall beelicenſed to depart, thatthen the Company may be a gaine made vp , and complear both tor Number, Perſons of aRiue and able 
bodies ,anJ men practiſed in thzir Armes ; Ir is therefore ſtraitly commanded, That all the Souldiers take notice thereof , and be carefull in obeying this His Maieſties Command. 


5, POraſmuch, as there are at this preſent great preparations both in Spazze and Flanders, as well for Land, as Sea-forces, and that it is moſt apparant,that the Enemies of his Maieftics 
Peacc,haue ſome Delignes vpon his Highnefſe Kingdomes and therefore itis fir that eucry man bee in a readinefſe vpon any ſudden alarme : That therefore every Horſe man hauc 
alwayes by him in a readincſſe,a pound of Powder,and foure and twentie Bullets: And cuery Muſquetiere, his Bandeliers full of Powder, foure and twenrie Bullets,and fixe yardsof Match, 
to ſerue vpon any ſudden Alarme, vntill the Magazin of the Countie may bee brought vnto them. jr is therefore commanded, that every Souldier haue in a readineſſe by him a Snap-ſacke, 
ro carry his Vitals in : And the ſaid Powder, Match, Bullets,and $nap-ſacke,to bee preſently provided and daily renewed,as occaſion ſerues, at the charge of the Townes,orprivatemen, 
that are charged with the ſaid Armes. And for that the Piſtols, and Harquebuiles for Horſe men, and the Muſquets for Foot men, are many of them of ſenerall Bores, ſo that the Maga- 
zins of the Countrey cannot poſſtbly ſerue them all : That therefore cucry man who findes any ſuch Armes , haue by hima Melving ladle, a payreof Moulds: fit for his Piſtoll, Harque- 
bufe, or Muſquzt,according as hee tinds the ſame. 


6. T*dar eucry Officer and Souldicr bec alwayes in a readineſle, at an houres warning,with his Armes and prouiſions,as aforeſaid, to repaire to his Colours,at ſuch place of Rendenour 
as ſhall by his Captaine bec appoyntcd. . 


7. "P'Hat ſuch Beacons asare in any ſort decayed, be forthwith made vp and repayred, anJ that there bee prouiſion of Wood laid by them, for the maintaining and renewing of them, 
- and thur they bee diligently watched, by diſcrect and ſufficient men. | 


8. VV 7 Hereas His Maieſtichath giuen expreſle commandement, That there be ſufficient prouiſton of Carriages in readineſſe,for the conueying of Manirion, Vituals, Baggage, &c.to 
ſuch- Reade10:e5,as the Forces of this Countie {hall be afligned vnto; And that to.cuery thouſand Jouldiers, there be allotted one hundred Pioncrs,to be prouided with Spades, 
Pick1xes, Shouels, Huchers,B.[!s,and rhe like : And thatthere bee Carts and Carriages, and a conuenient number of Nagges appoynted, to mount Shot on vppon any ſudden: And that 
thee be Poſtes appointed in ſeuera!l parts of this Countie, to be ſent with direQions from place to place. That therefore the high Conſtables within their ſeuerall Hundreds, doe preſently 
warae foure ſuſicient Carts, and twentie Nages to euery Company of two hundred men, within ſome of thoſe Townes, u here the ſaid two hundred men arecharged to bee alwayes in rea- 
dinefſe to reyQire at an houres warning, to ſuch R-»den, as the Captaine within that Diviſion ſhall appoint his Souldiers to repairevnto, letting the Owners of the ſaid Carts and Horſes 
knoiv, that there is no intention to lay any charge vpon them, but that they ſhall be fully and reaſonably ſatisfied tor any ſernice they {hall performe therein. And that euety high Conſtable 
do: dchuera Note in writing both tothe Deputic Licutenants neere adioyning,and to the Captaine of rhar Diviſion,as well of the names of the men, whom he hath warned to hauethe ſaid 
Ca'rs and Naggs,at alltimss in a readineſſe, as in what Pariſhes they dwell: Andrharall the pettic Conſtables, and other Inhabitants of cuery Parith,take notice heereby of His Maicſtics 
pleaſure for appoynting of Poſtes in ſeuerall parts and that therefore whenſocuer any Letters of Dire&ion thall come to any of their Pariſhes, for this His Maicſtics important ſeruice, 
chat they torch vith, without excuſe or delay, furniſh the Meſſengers, who ſhall bring any ſuch Letters, wich Poſt-horles from place to place, And that the High Conſtables doe preſently, 
vpon fight hereof, wichin euery Diniſion of rewo hundred Souldiers, warne twenticable and ſufficient Labourers for Pioners toappearc before rhe Deputic-Licatenants next adioyning to 
thac Diuition,to be enrolled for Pioners , and that the ſaid Pioners ſo enrolled, bee alſo ready at an hqures warning, to repaire vnto ſuch place of Rexdewows, as the Captaine within that Diui- 
ſion ſhall appoint for his Sonldiers. And thateuery Pioner carry with himto th? ſaid place of Rendenous, his Spade, Pickaxe, Shouell, Hatchetand Bill. And for that it will be agreat charge 
to the Countrey, to buy ſo many Spades, Pickaxes,and the reſt, not knowing certainly,whether there ſhall be occaiion to vſe them, and that in rime ey arelikely to be loſt , That therefore 
cuery high Conſtable, doe take order, that in euery Parith where any ſuch Pioner ſo inrolledas aforeſaid, ſhall dwell,che Inhabitants of the ſaid Pazith ſhall either prouide for them at their 
charge,or vndertake to haue alwayes in a readineſle,at an houres warning, foreuery Pioner a Spade, Pickaxe, Shoucll, Hatcher and Bill to be | x7ed there be vſc of them by a generall charges 
and that the ſaid high Conſtables, giue an account tothe Deputic- Lieutenancs next adioyning, what order the Inhabitants of the ſaid Pariſhes haue taken for hauing the ſaid Spades,&c. in 
a readineſſe : for that, if 'an Army thould march, it would bce very troubleſome for the Carriages, eſpecially of Ordnance, to trauell, in reſpeRof the great decay of High wayes in this 
County ; thattherefore the Inhabitants of cuery Pariſh,be carcfull preſently ro mend their High wayes , and eſpecially to ſcoure their Ditches,and loppe the Trees growing vpon the High 
wayecs, thatvpon any ſudden occaſion the great defe&s in the High wayes, be no impedimenc to the ſateric and weltare of this Kingdome. 


9. [s Maicſtie,out of His Royall and tender care of the peace and ſafctie,as well of cuery one of his louing SubieRts in particular,as of the whole Kingdome in generall, hath giuen vs 
ſtrict commandement,by ſeuerall Letters from the Right Honourable,the Lords of his Counfell,to deale ſerioufly with the beſt ſort of men,to prouide themſelves Armes for their 
particular vſe, which accordingly wee doe hereby pray and delireall perſons that haue any thing to loſe , ſeriouſly to take the ſame into their conſideration,and ro prouide themſelues of 
fyme competent Armes for the defence of their Wines, Houſes,and Families, from the danger of perſons ill-affe&ed in Religion, or otherwiſe riotous and diſorderly, at ſuch times as rne 
ezayne\ forces ſhall be drawnefrom the places of their habitation. And therefore that all high Conſtables & pertie Conſtables be carefull to watch,tor to apprehend, and puniſh all vagrant 
agd idle perſons,as liuenot inany lawfull vocation, andin times of ſuſpition and trouble, may either by rates and falſe rumours, diſtraf the peoples minds, or by way of fat, commirinſo- 
Iences or outrages,or miniſter the occaſion by their looſe examples,or vnlawfull combinations, wherein there may ariſe much diſaduantage to His Maieſties ſeruice,and quiet of che people, 
And thaz therefore as well che high and petty Conſtables,as all other His Maieſties louing Subie&s, doe vpon the leaſt notice or ſuſpition of any ſuch dangerous perſons, aduertiſe ſome Iu- 
ſticeof Peace, or Deputy -Licutenant, that they may be ſuppreſſed, and puniſhed according to their demerits, 


10. TJ 'Hat the high Conſtables within cuery ſcucrall Hundred,do forthwith (end into eucry pariſh within their Diuiſion,requiring the petty Conſtables, with the aduice of other the prin- 


cipall Inhab'tants of their Parithes,preſently to deliver vnro the [uſtices of Peace, within their Diuilion, the names and ſurnames of eucry able man,from ſixteene yeeres olde tg 
threeſcore; the ſaid Iuſtices being already deale withall, and deſired ro enroll them,and rerurne their names, as aforeſaid, vnto ſome of the Deputy-Licutenants nexr adioyning, 
Pom, : 


4, I, Aſtly,That the Sheriffe of the Countie doc ſend theſe Orders to all the High Conſtables within this Countie , and that the High Conſtables doe ſend one of them into eucry Pa- 
riſh within their Hundred , and thateuery petty Conſtable cauſe the ſame ro be publiſhed among all the Inhabitants of cuery Pariſh, and that cuery Inhabicant who Rands chars 
:d with Armes, cither Horſe or Foote , bee particularly made acquainted with theſe Orders. | 
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
